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My A1200 


My A1200 is 3 days old. So far I have 
no regrets about my decision to buy 
One so soon after its release. Until now, 
I have waited a year or more after first 
appearance to buy a new computer - 5 
years in case of the Amiga. However 
the price had already fallen $300 from 
its initial quote (from $1499 to 
$1199+o0ld calculator) and I didn’t 
think that there was much chance it 
would fall further in the next few 
months. There had already been 
several tens of thousands sold in 
Europe and, by all accounts, the 
machine had no problems. There was 
good expandibility built-in; already 
you can buy a board for the slot 
underneath that gives you a floating- 
point coprocessor plus up to 8MB of 
fast RAM. With that added, you have 
something that runs some benchmarks 
at 20x faster than the A500 at a lot less 
than an A4000 price. Even without it, 
multiple windows open and move at a 
much snappier pace than I used to put 
up with. The AGA chip-set is great, 
and WB3 makes many operations 
much easier than with WB1.3. The 
40MB drive built into this A1200 (as 
in all A1200s available in Australia so 
far it seems) is very fast compared to 
the 20MB XT drive in my old A590. 


Not much on the negative side, but I 
am annoyed that they didn’t stick with 
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the A600 idea of putting the joystick 
and mouse ports on the right side of 
the computer, instead of around the 
back under a ledge just as on the A500. 
Also, we have had quite a few 
incompatibility problems with games, 
even more surprisingly because we 
tested two of them on Greg Perry’s 
A4000 while I had it at my place and 
they ran fine after the processor caches 
were turned off and it was put into 
ECS chip set emulation via the "boot 
options" screen. After doing the same 
things on the A1l200, they GURU 
during loading. Strange.

I bought my A1200 from Video and 
Audio Toowong who, it seems, maybe 
the only authorised Commodore 
specialist dealer in Brisbane at this 
stage with the strict dealer 
requirements that CBM are enforcing. 
They are also supporting our club as 
you will see by their advertisement in 
this and future issues of CURSOR, and 
they have two knowledgeable staff at 
Toowong named Ivan and Gary. I have 
not plugged a store like this before 
(and I did NOT get a special price!), 
but I ask members to support those 
retailers and service providers who 
support the club and are genuinely 
interested in the product. That way 
both the sides gain from the deal. We 
also welcome Parcom back to our 
pages and thank them for their support. 
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Our Name 


Our club name is a problem. Words 
change meaning over time and the 
name "Commodore" is an example. 
For more than a few years now a 
convention has been established that a 
"Commodore" computer is a C64 or a 
C128 while the machine that most of 
us have, especially those who bought 
their computer since 1986, is just an 
Amiga. I do know that some people 
who joined the Brisbane Amiga Users 
Group (BAUG) did so because they 
knew that BAUG was about Amiga’s, 
but the CCUG may not have been 
relevant to them. Remember when 
there was a magazine called Australian 
Commodore Review? For many years 
now it has been AuStralian 
Commodore and Amiga Review. An 
Amiga is not quite the same as a 
Commodore. 


Therefore I am proposing to members 
that they consider a change of the 
group name to "Amiga and 
Commodore Computer Users Group 
(Qld) Inc.", to be known for short as 
ACCUG. I think that this makes it 
clear that we ARE NOT abandoning 
support or encouragement to users of 
C64, C128 or VIC20 or PET or even 
KIM-1 computers. However it does 
make clear that we definitely support 
the Amiga. I will invite discussion on 
this point during the March meeting, 
and we will print a selection of letters 
supporting either the change or the 
status quo in the April CURSOR. 
Unless there is a sensible alternative 
proposition than either yes or no, we 
will put the issue to vote at the April 
meeting. The main aim is to get 
MORE MEMBERS which will mean 
greater benefits for all of us.

AMIGA DEVELOPERS 


CONFERENCE 
ORLANDO USA 


BY GREG PERRY 


After 27 hours of travel from Australia, 
Richard Carde, Tom Duncan (USQ) 
and I arrived at the Orlando Marriot 
hotel in sunny Florida for the 1993 
Amiga Developers Conference. In 
previous years, Commodore had held 
one DevCon in Europe and one in the 
US. This year, it was decided to host 
only one event in the US, but make it a 
combined international conference. 
Were the 27 hours of travel worth it? 
In one word, YES! The excitement at 
the °93 Amiga DevCon was 
contagious. Building from the success 
of the Amiga 1200’s and 4000’s, the 
new directions revealed by 
Commodore herald a new era and a 
bright future for the Amiga platform. 


Particularly impressive at this DevCon 
was the great camaraderie and 
networking amongst developers from 
different parts of the world. With so 
many developers from different 
cultures bound together by their zeal 
for the Amiga, everyone was keen to 
meet new people and discuss the new 
Amiga developments in their own 
countries. 


Overall the conference was a great 
success with over 500 developers 
attending, including 150 from Britain 
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and Europe and eight from Australia 
(an Australian record?) As summed up 
by one of the award recipients at the 
developer luncheon on the Saturday, 
this DevCon had more of the feel of 
the early Amiga DevCons in 85/86 
with developers being enthusiastic 
about the new directions from the 
Commodore engineering team. This 
feeling can be summed up in one word 
- vision! For the last few years, many 
Amiga users and developers have felt 
that despite the enormous potential of 
the Amiga platform, the product has 
not achieved what it could. 
Commodore’s new engineering team 
now have a bright vision for the future 
of the Amiga. 


Formalities first. The 93 DevCon 
officially ran from Tuesday, January 
26th to Saturday the 30th. After 
collecting our 10 kilograms of 
conference notes and associated 
material, each day consisted of parallel] 
sessions covering the full gambit of 
Amiga developments. Starting with 
Eric Lavitsky’s full day sessions on 
‘Introduction to Amiga programming’ , 
the conference involved intensive talks 
and discussions from CATS personnel 
and Commodore engineers on 
Workbench 3.0 developments, the 
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A4000 and A1200 systems, several 
new hardware features and future 
Amiga developments, and ended with 
a Developer’s Award luncheon on the 
Saturday. 


The nights were also eventful with 
Commodore sponsoring a party on the 
Tuesday night and NewTek going one 
better on the Wednesday night with 
their party and video show. (It is 
amusing when a successful Amiga 
developer throws a better party than 
the Company - and gives away a free 
tee shirt as well!) 


The NewTek ’Fuzzy Mutant Toasters 
from Outer Space!’ party was a 
spectacular event. Although relatively 
unknown in Australia, the NewTek 
Video Toaster has generated a large 
market for the Amiga in the video and 
television industry in the US. The 
toaster is used by many TV stations 
and is making strong inroads into 
video and film production in 
Hollywood. We were 


see who was still making last minute 
changes to their latest masterpieces at 
4am in the computer room! On the 
Thursday night, at the formal 
Developer’s Showcase sessions, 
Commodore provided forty A4000’s 
and related equipment for developers 
to show off their latest products. 
Notwithstanding some new Amiga 
graphics software, one of the best hits 
after hours was a network version of 
’StarTrek’ called "NetTrek’, being 
played on 10 networked A4000s with 
an unofficial developers verses CBM 
staff competition! 


During the day, Commodore also 
provided a "Compatibility Lab’ where 
developers could go and test their new 
products on the latest machines and get 
advice from Commodore people any 
particular problems they were finding. 


As always, the exciting thing about 
DevCons is the infectious enthusiasm 
for the Amiga from the Commodore 

personnel and networking 


treated to several? Phere wads qwith other developers. 


stunning videos. Of 
particular note was 
‘Theology’ from Todd 
Rundgren and examples 
from Steven Spielbergs’ 
new weekly science 
fiction series (’Babylon 5’) with up to 
12 minutes of Toaster generated 
computer amimation per episode. All 
of this only made possible by the cost 
effectiveness of the Amiga platform. 
A great pity that the Toaster only 
Operates with NTSC video! Although 
this does mean that Australian products 
such as OpalVision should be able to 
capitalise on the Amiga’s reputation in 
the video industry pioneered by 
NewTek. 

Commodore also made equipment 
available to developers during the 
conference evenings. It was amusing to 
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However, as I said above, 
this DevCon was different 
in a Special way. There 
was at last a new vision of 
what the “Amiga 
technology can be and 
where it Is going. 


Lew Eggebrecht, Commodore’s new 
head of Engineering, an engineer well 
respected in the computer industry, 
foreshadowed many exciting new 
developments for the Amiga system 
scheduled for future machines. These 
include briefings on the current A1200, 
possible enhancements to the A4000 
machines including a very fast SCSI II 
hard drive controller and display 
enhancer boards, two completely new 
powerful AAA (Advanced Amiga 
Architecture) custom chipsets for 
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future machines, one for the high end 
and one for the low end Amigas, 
incorporation of DSP (Digital Signal 
Processors) into the A4000 systems for 
speech and multimedia applications, 
some impressive work with third party 
companies on MPEG and JPEG 
systems for full screen full motion 
digitised video, the incorporation of 
CD and CDTV technologies across the 
whole Amiga range, which herald 
great promise for the Amiga platform 
Over the next few years. 


Other areas under development include 
full Amiga peer-peer networking 
capability, improved CDTV systems 
and new development tools, redesign 
and refinement of the Amiga 
Workbench OS to provide a more 
professional look and feel, better 
localisation to different 
countries including a full 
Japanese Operating 


’Good to see 


CATS. 
The conference officially finished on 
the Saturday with a Developers’ 
Choice Awards Luncheon. Winners of 
awards included the SAS Institute for 
the SAS/C 6 compiler, Electronic Arts 
for Deluxe Paint 4.5 (AGA), and 
Commodore for Amiga Workbench. 
For their development of the Video 
Toaster, NewTek were elected to the 
Amiga Hall of Fame. (Although he 
did not win, Jon Potter received several] 
nominations for his Directory Opus 4. 
Good to see Australian product up 
there!)

Of recent times it has always been the 
software user who has been foundering 
on the high seas, these seas are 
whipped up by the distributors of digital 
information. The data contained in 
magnetic vessels and plying the world 
trade routes has been a bone of 
contention for many years. 


"Piracy" has been the call. How about 
the piracy perpetrated by the software 
barons and their minions, this piracy is 
in the form of "Upgrades". Basically the 
user parts with hard won money and 
buys a product, no sooner has the user 
installed and learnt to use this product 
when, magically, the word UPGRADE 
is being sounded from the bastilles of 
the barons, and the minions load their 
boats with the "NEW" product and set 
sail for the wallet of the user. 


Now it would appear that we only put a 
deposit on a piece of software and 
spend the rest of our life paying it off, 
under the guise of "Upgrades". Why 
should the user pay for an inferior 
product, because that what a lot of them 
are. They flood the market and then the 
user finds the bugs and they come out 
with an "Upgrade" and charge the user 
for it. Now if I made a chair the buyer 
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would not just buy the seat and then 
one leg every couple of months, 


There are certain costs associated with 
“Upgrades", fair enough, but nowhere 
near the money charged for most. How 
many times have you been informed of 
an "Upgrade" through the registration 
card? It is usually by word of mouth 
or another glossy advert Stating this 
software is the ultimate. 


We are probably worse off because of 
the distance we live from the barons 
castles in Tortuga, or wherever. | have 
had personal experience of spending 
$1200 on a product and then found that 
a further part of it was not 
forthcoming. I sent the Australian 
distributor 5 faxes and made two 
telephone calls, I made numerous calls 
to the retailer who sympathised, I also 
wrote to the people concerned in 
America. Guess what!! that was the 
middle of last year, I have given up 
holding my breath. 


Now unless the distributor gives me a 
hands-on they don’t get inside my 
wallet. 


It is a highly competitive market and 
its about time that the user became 
more selective in purchasing and of 
course if GST comes in you’ll pay 
even more for "UPGRADES", 
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An article in the January "Amiga 
Computing" by Ben Pointer under the 
heading of "Nothing new under the 
sun” was of great interest to me and 
raises the question of "ethics" in 
Certain quarters. 


Ben has thrown the "three cornered 
hat" into the commercial ring and 
maybe some dealers will fly the "Jolly 
Roger" openly outside their places of 
business. 


Here is Ben’s report. 


Despite the "Exclusive" claim by PD- 
Soft and the copyright message on the 
disk labels, all of the typefaces in this 
collection have been generated from

If you have already (ype the original 


bought shareware 


Adobe type ICOPyright messages 


typefaces from 

companies like George Thompson 
Services or EM Compugraphic, then 
you will already own a fair number of 
the faces in this PD-Soft Collection - 
perhaps as many as half of them, 
maybe more. 


Studying the AFM files I can see that 
they have all been altered from how 
they were originally distributed, and 
each now contains a comment ot the 
fact that the file has been 
“Converted/fixed for the Amiga" by 
80 Track Software, the Stateside 
company from which PD-Soft has 
licensed the disks. Missing from all 
these AFM files are the original 
copyright messages put there by the 
authors. 
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Also missing are the readme files that 
Originally accompanied these 
shareware faces, the text files that 
identified the authors and specified the 
distribution and useage rights. 


Some typefaces have had an "RS" 
prefix added to their names and appear 
to be newly-generated versions of 
older typefaces. 

MiamiNights might be a typeface 
name you recognise? Or 
PoloSemiScript perhaps? How about 
LowerEastSide?

After my trip away to the DevCon, I came 

back to find the BBS has crashed on the 
day I went away. Now everything seems 
to be running ok, with only minor 
problems such as HD filling up and 
random crashes everytime I try to do 
something on the machine! 

Over the past few weeks we have had a 
few old MEMBERS joining and a 
surprising number of NEW users on the 
BBS. I recall doing 6 new registrations in 
one day and 18 new registrations in 3 days 
prior. 


Any messages which come through the 
BBS or are entered by members and non- 
members which contain information which 
might be on interest to readers will be 
passed on to the editor for inclusion in 
relavent sections of Cursor. 


"Oh my gosh! What’s this? Another 
change to the BBS?" would have been the 
comments made by many regular BBS 
users last month. The BBS has 
temporarily changed to using DLG BBS 
program. This program is slightly 
different to the old one, and maybe we will 
revert back to the old one once the 
software becomes more reliable. 


A BBS program needs to be extremely 
reliable, running on reliable hardware. At 
the moment, it would seem that the 
CCUGQ BBS is very unreliable. This is 
due to a few problems. Our machine is in 
need of replacement, with about 500k of 
bad RAM in the machine, a flakey 
expansion bus causing the multi-serial card 
to lockup the modems sometimes and the 
inevitable running out of HD space again!!

I have tried various BBS programs which 

all seem to suffer the same problems. 
Anyway, enough of the problems, and 
hopefully I will be around to fix any 
problems when they occur. IF you notice 
one or both BBS lines not answering, 
PLEASE call me to fix the problem. An 
answering machine will answer if I am not 
home, and it would be a good idea to leave 
a message as to who you are, what time 
you tried the BBS and which line(s) are 
dead. I regularly call the machine and if 
the machine is dead, I can work some 
magic and get it reset pretty soon. 


To connect to the BBS, you need a 
modem and software. Any modern 
modem will connect at 300-9600 baud or 
300-2400 baud depending on which line 
you call and what speed your modem is 
capable of (2400 baud users are asked to 
call on line #2 (300 6356) FIRST to allow 
9600 callers on line #1 (300 6357. Any 
members interested in connecting to the 
BBS or needing information on getting 
modems then please call me anytime on 
(07) 300 6315 and I will be happy to solve 
any problems. Alternatively, you can 
contact GPSoftware (see advert 
somewhere in this issue) for pricing and 
types of modems and software. 


The CCUGQ BBS is connected to 
FidoNet, AmigaNet and UseNet with read 
access to UseNet messages - due to file 
space limitations and hardware problems, 
UseNet news has been put on hold, some 
Fido/AmigaNet areas will be removed to 
make room. The information available 
includes discussions on latest software and 
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hardware, and files available. There are 
echo (*) areas which are looked after by 
software/hardware vendors (GPSoftware 
has GPFAX for GPFax support, Netcomm 
has NETCOMM for modem support, 
etc...). and also general chat areas such as 
Australian Amiga where general Amiga 
questions can be asked and many answers 
received. 


Echo areas are a name for a distributed 
message area which is "ECHOED?’ across 
the world by all machines connected to 
AmgiaNet and FidoNet. 


Our FidoNet address is 3:640/304 and 
AmigaNet address is 41:400/304 


We try to get the latest PD files, however 
users are not forced to upload anything and 
often all that happens is people download 
the newest files and no new files appear. 
Wilh file space limitations, we are only up 
to 780 in FISH DISKS with 11 Megabytes 
of fish disks 781-810 ready to be placed on 
the BBS. The latest FISH DISKS are 
added to the system about 2 weeks before 
they go into the CCUGQ library. 


HELP is available on MOST keys in all 
menus... pressing ’?’ wil show the menus 
and H will then show the menu, asking for 
WHICH KEY YOU WANT HELP. 

Pressing ’H’ from the main menu, and 


then ’G’, will show some text about the 
GOODBYE command. 


The Newsletter editor can be sent files on 
the BBS to his private file area or to file 
area 14. It is preferable to use the private 
file area of "PETER HUGHES" so 
uploading a file should be To: Peter 
Hughes, instead of public. 


If anyone has problems accessing the BBS 

or would just like to know more about 
modems and BBS’s in general, please call 
me on 300 6315 and | will try to help you 
out. If you get the answering machine, 
PLEASE LEAVE A MESSAGE, I will 
call you back!
